Lost 
other callings and professions are sufficiently | 
comprehended by the mass of mankind, to ena- | 
ble them to judge of one's qualifications and pre- 
tentions; but in medicine the reverse is the case; | 
the causes of disease, the influence of the mind | 
upon it. and the operation of remedics are so | 
enveloped in mystery and obscurity, that none | 
but those who have consumed years in studying 
the human system, its structure, laws, and eco- 
nomy, are qualified to judge of the merits of a | 
physician. The very language of the science is | 
rfectly unintelligible to people in general. | 
These facts determined him to select the medi- | 
cal profession as the field of his future exploits. 
He fad heard of marvellous cures having been | 
verformed by bread pills, and resolved to profit | 
ny it. He procured himself a huge pair of sad- | 
die bags, and filled theta with various kinds of | 
‘ roots, barks, bread pills, to which he geve In- 
dian names of “learned length and thundering | 
sound.” Though most of his materia medica 
| was a farrago of inert simples, he had not failed 
to procure from the druggist some “ potecary 
doctor stuff,” whose active qualities were by no 
| means of so doubtful a character—such as vari- 
‘ous kinds of emetics, cathartics, &c. These last 
articles, however, were carefully combined with 
the former, whenever he prescribed them, in or- 
der to conceal them from his patients. Thus, in 
a bottle full of water he would put some simple 
root and a sufficient emetic tartar or blue vitriol 
to ren er it an active emetic. This was his /n- 
| dian emetic root. In a sumilar manner were all 
| his “ potecary” medicines disguised, and their 
jactive qualities ascribed to the root, bark, Xc., 
| with which they were united. He extoled to the 
| skies the medical skill of the Indians, the mar- 
| vellous cures he had seen them perform, and de- 
nounced with much warmth and severity “ ng- 
lar doctors.” “ The lancet,” said be,“ has slain 
more than the lance, and‘ calamy' more than 
the consumption.” Thus pecpnsel, he began 
——-" The grand attack, 
With powders, pill, and ipicae.” 
And in a short time acquired a degree of noto- 
riety, which but few of the M.D.s could boast 
of. People, (I mean that class who believe in 
| witchcraft and demonology ,) began to think that 
Dr. Southcoat had actually discovered a new 
and shorter avenue to the Temple of A’sculapius, 
and many a one who had mended under the use 
of his bread pills, spoke “ trumpet tongued” in 
his favor. He soon discovered that of all parts 
of the system, the stomach was infinitely the 
most subject to chronic disease, and produced a 
train of symptoms that were quite regular and 
uniform.

GIRARD COLLEGE. 

Cc moet this evening on the subject of the Gi- 
rard C. having enacted an ordimance at a meeting 
on the thirty-first ult.. which does away the old one, 
and provides, in brief, that the Mayor of the city, the 
President of Councils, and fifteen other persons shali 
constitute a Board of Directors. ‘These fifteen per- 
sons to be chosen every year, on the first Monday in 
Pebruary, to record the names of citizena, not mem. 
bers of Councils, who shall be proposed for the office, 
and have thar names published, and reassembling on 
the second Monday of February, the fifteen then to 
be chosen from the names so proposed. When chosen 
they are to be divided, by lot, into three classes of five 
each—the first class to serve one year, the second 
twa, and the third three years; and every succeeding 
year five citizens to be elected, in like manner, to sup- 
ply the places of the five who retire. Vacancies to be 
supphed by Councils, at a special elecuon. The elect. 
ed citizens, who are to serve without pay, to choose 
their President from their own body, and a Secretary, 
not of their number ; the latter at a salary not exceed- 
ing 9600. The directors to be in nowise interested in 
any contract, &c., for the building. They to prepare 
and to submit to Councils a system of government, 
&c., for the College; they shall not enter into any 

not auth 1 by Councils. The power of 
appeinting officers, professors, tutors, and agenta, to 
im be vested in that Board, ten of whom are a quorum.

TIE Lire OF AN ACTOR. 

We are always corry when we ste announced in 
the play-bills the “first appearance” of a young debu- 
tante on the stage. There is probably no profession 
in the main, which is worse paid in proportion to the 
labor endured; afd the sacrifice of caste in society 
whieh is the reault—tor, dimguise kt as you will, and 
make a few excepions in favor of those you happen 
to know to be moral and clever in private life, and 
there are such, the name of actor is not respectable m 
the broad senge of the term, and too many who have 
wandered into its delusive mazes, have found to ther 
cost, that from the moment they trod the boarda, their 
standing among thew tormer amociates had expenent- 
ed a shock which was irrecoverable. We shall not 
enter now upon the reesons why it is so, nor why it 
ought not to be #0, in some instances. The fect is 
sufficient for our purpose, and we sate it thus pubbely, 
not to injure those who belung to the stage, but as a 
beacon and warming to the aspirants afier the most 
miangible shadow which deluded mortals can atrempt 
to grasp. How many of all the first appearances 
which have been lauded by partial friends, have turn. 
ed out of any benefit to the persons themselves? With 
but a half dozen or less striking exceptions, we know 
of alenest no American who has won even more than 
a name of useless mediocnty. 

And after all is attained, what is ii? The world 
has a particular way of treating public persons of even 
acknowledged merit; it gradually begins to be indif- 
ferent to them, and to favor talents which are new, 
though far inferior; it makes excessive requisitions of 
the former, and eccepts of anything worth approbe- 
tion from the latter. Just as the actor by his labor, 
digence end vigorous efforts, has made himerlf ac- 
quainted with the requisitions of the art, and trained 
completely both his person and his habits to comply 
with them, he finds others surpass him in public favor, 
and sinks down into listless mortification, saustied, if 
withont further effort he can make his weekly expen- 
sea. To rewm to society and @ laborious occupation 
he cannot—tor all vecful purposes he is like a trans 
ported outcast. Who ever heard of a man who had 
once worn the buskin, accustomed tqgve on that most 
wntoxicating, most delumve ph popular applause, 
returning to a profession or trade. An instance or 
two may have occurred, just sufficient .to prove the 
rule, but they are most gasuredly very rare. ‘The 
task of an actor is burdensome, the recompence very 
small. It would be preferable, infinitely preferable, has 
many a deluded being exclaimed in the bitterness of 
self reproach, to hive engaged in an occupation, in 
which, when the period of exertion is past, one can 
enjoy repose of mind, than in this, wherein, afier un. 
dergoing much mechanical drudgery, the aim of one's 
activity cannot still be d but by the ef. 
forts of thought and emonen. 

Mr. Dunlap’s late pubbcation, the history of the 
American Stage, should be studied attentively by the 
stage struck hero, before he mounts the buskin and 
dagger. Let him read it, and take notes of how many 
of all who have strutted their hour upon the stage, 
have ended their days in peace and comfort. The 
very nature of the occupation destroys the local habi- 
tation of the actor. Ifa star, he runs over half of 
this vast continent in a winter—eometimes driving 
post through hail and snow to reach his destination 
in time to keop an engagement, which, after all, is per- 
hape unsuccesstul and mornfying. Courted perhaps 
by a few young and giddy men for his amusing quali- 
ties, he sups out when he is not acting—his domestic 
ties are broken, and by indulgence, habits of inebriety 
probably soon overtake him. 

A few successful instances of a fortune made and a 
fame established by actors, ruin many who follow m 
their wake, but their successes are few and far be- 
tween—the chances, even with talent aboard, are 
worse than those of the worst lottery ever invented. 
But we are answered perhaps, “there are the Kem- 
bles and the Siddonses, compamons of dukes and 
lords, and as in the case ef the latter lady, of royalty 
itself.” Very true if you please, but would a treeborn 
American wish to be the humble fnend of even the lit 
tle great? Would he not be infinitely happier, reapect- 
ed in his own quiet domestic circle, and surrounded 
by his friends and equals, than strutting in pompous 
halls where he is only welcome because he can 
amuse? But we have in merely touching on the sub- 
ject, aaid enough to cause our readers to think; and if 
we should have convinced a single individual of the 
folly of this course of lite, we believe we have ef- 
fected a positive good. The subject should be oc- 
casionally towched upon by the public press; for how- 
ever desirable a theatre and actors may be—neces- 
sary perhaps they are—so long as the associations 
which the profession leads to are such as we have de- 
scribed—so long is it desirable that the young and 
thoughtless should be informed of it, in order that if 
they enter upon its duties they may do so understand. 
ingly, and not with any vain and delusive hopes. And 
here we close our chapter on actors, with the angle 
additional remark, that the ume, exertion, and talent 
necessary to make a great actor, would. suffice to 
make a great author, who would be remembered, if 
fame is the olject, as long as the art of pnnting exieta, 
while the fame of an actor penshes mostly with the 
passing generation.
